Former Ambassador's Suicide 


Considered Casualty Of War 


CONCORD, N. H. (#) — John 
G. Winant, wartime ambassador 
to “Great Britain and three-times 
Governor of New Hampshire, shot 
himself to death last night with a 
.32 calibre Belgian pistol. 

The 58-year old diplomat, who 
retired only in January as per- 
manent U. S. Representative on 
the United Nations economic and 
social council, was officially pro- 
nounced a suicide by Medical Re- 
feree Clarence E. Butterfield. Dr. 
Butterfield attributed the act to 
overwork, 

His secretary, J. Bernard Teu- 
lon, said Winant’s health had not 
been good and that a doctor ad- 
vised him to ‘“‘take things easy” 
as he had a heart condition and 
was suffering kidney or bladder } 
trouble. 

“I'- know Mr. Winant has been 
working very hard lately on writ- 
ing and business affairs and I be- 
lieve that he suddenly cracked,” 
said Teulon. “This suicide was 
done on the spur of the moment.” 

Governor -Charles M, Dale of 
New Hampshire said his predeces- 
sor would be considered a casualty 
of World War II. 

Winant had just completed his 
memoirs—‘“Leiter from Grosver- 
nor Square’’—-for Nov. 15 publica- 
tion .and was understood to be 
planning a sequel. ~ : 

His body was found lying face 
down near a firearms cabinet in 
his son’s bedroom by a secretary 
and maid after they hear a thud— 
but no shot. 

Doctors said there were indi- 
cations Winant had fired the bul- 
let through his right temple while 
kneeling.

Says He'll 
Fly To U.S. 


LONDON () Stanislaw 
Mikolajezyk predicted today that 
Communist - dominated Poland 
soon will begin an attack on the 
Catholic church. 

The Polish peasant party lead- 

er, refreshed after his dramatic 
flight from his native land to es- 
cape being “shot and killed like a 
sheep,” said he intended to go 
soon to the United States “to see 
friends.” 
. “I am sure,” he said, “that you 
will hear in a few weeks of a priest 
being tried for sabotaging the 
workers; another for having wea- 
pons. You will see an increasing 
fight on the church.” 

Answering questions, the war- 
time premier declared: 

“Everyone in Poland would like 
the church land to be divided 
among the peasants if only they 
could have political freedom. We 
often hear of charges being man- 
ufactured against priests for as- 
sociating with the underground, 
but it is true to say that the 
church has never enjoyed such en- 
thusiastic support from the people 
as it does now.” 

Regarding his bold dash from 
Warsaw Oct. 20, across the Rus- 
sian zone of Germany, Mikola- 
jezyk said with a smile: 

“Sometimes you meet many or- 
dinary Russian people, who like 
us, are fond of cigarets.” 

A U. 8. military government 
source in Berlin said Mikolajczyk 
had been helped in his 15 day 
flight by a kind of “underground 
railroad” set up by American and 
British intelligence sections. Mik- 
olajezyk reached the British zone 
Saturday and flew to London yes- 
terday in an RAF plane.

NEW YORK—A large furor was kicked up about this time last 
year when the Big Nine schools decided to accept the hundred grand 
check that the Rose Bowl heretofore had dished out to other deserv- 
ing athletic institutions. 
This show of generosity, after years of a hands-off ‘pplley by 
the Big Nine toward post-season games, was accompanied by a five- 
year pact between the mid west group and the Pacific Coast Confer- 
ence which made a Closed corporation out of the biggest and oldest 
bowl of them all. 
There were misgivings from many quarters. 
Some who were closely connected with the Big Nine thought 
the midwesterners should have retained their previous policy 
despite the size of the annual pay check. They remembered that 
the last time a then Big Ten eleven ventured out to Pasadena the 
results were anything but satisfactory. Ohio State took a 28-0 
heating from California on dan. 1921. Conference schools never 
played another post-season game until last January. 
They added other arguments—the long train ride, changes in 
climate, etc. 
On the Pacific Coast, zealous supporters of the UCLA Bruins, 
who had swept through a 10-game schedule, felt up to taking on the 
powerhouse Army eleven of last season. There were cries of “We 
Want Army” almost up until the starting whistle was blow in the 
UCLA-Illinois game. But none were heard after the 45-14 clubbing 
the Illini gave the Bruins. 
And back here in the east, many thought the pact was “freezing 
that same Army team out of its last Bowl chance. s 
The closed corporation screams against the Tourney of Roses 
came, also, from the south, where most of the Rose Bowl opponents 
were bred before the pact. 
But the Bowl daddy weathered the storm from all quarters and: 
made plans to continue to operate at the same old Pasadena stand.: 
Now this year’s foothall developments have demonstrated that the 
pact was a stroke of pure genius on the part of Rose Bowl officials. 
The war-bred Army teams are gone and the Big Nine again hag 
ascended the football throne. Mighty Michigan looms as the, nation’s 
greatest grid power. The four-deep forces of Frits Crisler are slaugh- 
tering opponents at a near point-a-minute clip. 
And, except for clashes with the Coast Conference, the Big Nin- 
ers have overwhelmed all opposition. A big blow fell when 'Wiscon- 
sin, fresh from a 48-7 beating from California, outplayed Male, one 
of the east’s best, 9-0. That was a sad day for the Ivy League. | 
Now that peacetime normality has hit the grid world;-the Big 
Nine kingpin will be the Bowl catch of the season, just as.the team 
that led in that conference before the war was annually -wooed— 
but never won—by the nation’s bowls. Only now the Rose Bawl's got 
him. " 
The pact looks better, too, from the standpoint of the far 
western representative in the New Year's game. The Pacific: Coast, 
before the war, annually produced some of the country’s best 
elevens. oat 
Came the war and the postwar period and coast footabll fell 
apart. The former grid giants compiled a miserable record in inter- 
sectional play and the Rose Bow] bumping the Bruins to6R topped 
it off. 
It looked as if west coast coaches were faced with a long build- 
ing problem, and in the meantime, they would present an annual 
pushover for the Big Nine champ in the bowl. 
But the coast bounced back this year with three good teams— 
Southern California, UCLA, and California, which under Lynn Wal- 
dorf came back to national prominence after a miserable 1946 cam- 
paign. iF 
Stock in the Rose Bowl’s closed corporation now has taken off 
a gilt- euget quality.
